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to April 9, 1911, a total number of 266 cases with 144 deaths was re- 
ported. The total number of vaccinations reported during the same 
period was 39,903. 

During the two weeks ended April 7 there were examined for plague 
infection 1,889 rats. No plague-infected rats were found.
